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In a REPLY to ſeveral Lyes, Slanderous, Falſe and Wicked Inſinus- 
tions of R. Richardſon, and J. Field's ( Inhabitant and Preacher 
at the Bull 44 Mouth ) of G. For's Party. 


S there were inthe Primitive Times,ſo there be now thoſe that ſay, They 
be Jews, and are not. but are of the Synagogue of Satan; Of which num- 
ber, F.F:eld, and R. Richardſon have manifeſt themſelves,in their Book, 
Entituled, T. Cr:/p*s Envy Derefted, &c. Wherein they have added to 
their former Vnmaſking themſelves, as I doubt not but will beevident 

to the [mpartiat Reader. No wonder they do ſo ſtoutly and arrogantly in- 
deavour to defend their Maſter G. F. his, and their Imaginations, Uſurpations and 

(# Impoſitions, and Defame them that Oppoſe and Detect them : For they ſeem, 

Balaam-like, To love the Wages of Unrighteouſneſs, Preferment and Honour, in 

their Maſter G. F*'s New Church Government. 
 AndI amfatisfied, that this Work of F. F*s.&c. was not Printed without the 

Approbation of ſome of G. Ps Party, termed, The Second-Days-Meeting ( al- 

though I know not the Perſons by Name, yetare ſuch as theſe. ?.F. and R.R.&c.) 

for Men of Good Conſcience, are not fit for G. Fs. Service therein, their Qualih- 

cations and Conſciences will be manifeſt by their Work ( for the term Lye, 

Lyar,Cheat, &c. or ſome other harſh Expreſſions,they are moſtly their own,and 

therefore returned to them ) but who ever they be, they I think are accountable 

forthe unrighteous Dealings of 7. F. and K. R. in their Envy Detetted, &c, 

But ſeeing it 1s my Lot to be beſet with ſuch as Paul fought wich at Epheſies, I. F. 

and R. R. &c. I ſhall endeavour to acquit my ſelf of them, and their Lyes, Zc. 

and then they are their own, ſeeing they love them ſo well ( x. Lyes, 
| &c.) as tOmake them their Refuge. I find them offended that I ſaid, in 4th. 
is Babels, T. F. had falſly aſſerted, viz. in that he ſaid, That they, or, all 15.:t be 
faithful to the Eternal Spirit, be of one Mind and Fudgement. (But, I did not,liks 
him, barely alert it,) but alſo gave Proofs for the Confutation of his Aſſertion, 
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which he confutes not, but ſaith, Where 5 J. F's. falſe Aſerticn, which he might 
have found in ſeveral pages of the 4th. Babels, &c. Where I mention W. G, his 
teſtifying againſt the Barbaaves Judgment, YZ. T deſire ro give up all my whole 
Concerns. Spiritual and Temporal, if required, to the Spirit of God in the Mens and 
}omens Meetings, believing it to be mare agreeable to the Will of God, than any par- 
ticular Meaſure in my ſelf, or any particulars, with which the Men and Women 
have not Unity. 

This was ſo acceptable ( the giving up all) to G. Fs Party: (whom 7. F. 
ſays, be in the Eternal Spirit Y) that for their and others-Tn gement,, G.F. 
in return to them, ſays, We kzow your Care and Tenderneſs of the Truth, and that 
you aim at the beſt things ( Viz. Give up all, Spirituatand Temporal to his Par- 
ty ) and that you had much to do wth Bad Spirits (Stubborn and Wilful, will not 
give up all to G.F. his Women ) For -G.F. alſo in his Anſwer ſays for 
their further Incouragement, That che Univerſal Spirit cannot receive that which 
is againſt Mens and Womens e Meetings. You may gueſs where they muſt go 
then. And beſides this ſharp Spur to thoſe ( ſtubborn, as they call them ) that 
would not give up all : G, F. fays to them that did, To be manifeFtly declared 
the Epiſtle of Chriſt, wrote with the Spirit of the — God, which hath given you 
Life, and will bring you to the City of the Living God. Theſe G.F. his Incou- 
. ragements to them , and Condemnation of the others, are a Manifeſtation of 
his Unity with his Bar6adces-Charch of 82 Men and Women. And that G.F. 
_ dideſteem them ofthe number that be faithful to the Eternal Spirit, is evident,by 
his high praiſing and magnifying them, and therefore ( by F. F*'s DoCtrine ) of 
one Mind and Judgment with themin that : yet, as I ſaid, HW. G. teſtified againſt 
it, and S.C. alſo R. R. ſays, It war as clearly diſowned,as Spiritual Things can be 
expreſſed. ButlI ſay, he might have pick't clearer out of their 66 Bull 
againſt 7.S. and 7.W. and 1 think, none, except ſome ſuch like /r:ſh be- 
fides, R. R. dare fo affirm ; but for all this Judgment was from ſo high a grown 
Church z which that they were fo in G. F. his Eſteem, appears by his maggiſy- 
ing them; forhe alſo ſays, They have Unity with the leaſt meaſure of the Spirit : 
Bur if they had not a greater Portion than the leaſt Meaſure, Then G, F. is 
moe than one of the leaſt Flatterers, oz Miſfaken Dnes. But notwiſtanding all 
this, yet W.G. S.C. and R, R- do pretend not to fpeak the ſame thing, and 
not to be of the ſame Judgment; alſo, I believe 7.F. himſelf dare not ſpeak the 
- fame with that Judgment ; nay. G. F. himſelf doth find fault with ſome part of 

it 3 therefore they are not all of one Mind : nay, his Brother R.R.. who ſeems 
to be of as large, or ſtretching a Conſcience, as any I know, doth pretend not to 
ſpeak the ſame thing. Therefore, as I ſaid in 4th. Babels, either you muſt ( as 
G. F. hath done by his magnifying them, ſhewed his Unity ) own that Judg- 
ment, or elſe you were not all of one Judgment, as 7. F. hath falſly ſaid : but 
beſides the ſeeming Denial of that Judgment I ſhewed about 7. F. his Brother 
S, Eccles Lying-Propheſy; S. C. ſays, That divers did teflsfie againFt it before 
it was delivered, and were pgrieved at tt ( which Grief, I take to be becauſe he fix- 
ed atime un it, perhaps contrary to hiz Mafter G. F. his Command ) but = 
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for all S. C. his divers that were grieved, and that teſtified apainft it, I do not 
underſtand that thoſe two eminent Men for G. F, who accompanied the Solem- 
nity in delivering it in Writing to 7.S. as the Word of the Lord, that he ſhould dye 
that Year., becauſe he had taught Rebellion againſt the Lord. ( Viz. ſpoke againſt 
G, F*'s new invented Womens-Meetings ) But although T1. S. was then in great 
likelihood not to live long (which I fear encouraged S.E. and his Companions) 
yet lived ſcme years after; yet I never heard that they ( his Companions) at the 
delivery, teſtified againſt 1t, or ſhewed any Griefthereat, but rather ſcemed to 
be as Witneſles that ſo great a Prophet and Servant of G.F. as $. E. was, had 
been with 7. $. (in caſe it ſhould have been denyed) from their Lord and 
Maſter, the Father of Lyes ; all theſe conſidered, if 7. F, had not more than 
common Confidence, he durſt not ſay, they be all of one Mind, and alfo ask, 
Where is Þ. F. hs falſe Aſſertion. 

2. Takehis Aſſertion not ſtrictly to relate to themſelves ( G. F. hi Party ) 
but to the Churchor People of God, and that they be all of one Mind and Fuds- 
ment, &Cc. it ſeems contrary to Scripture; for as in Romans 14. 5. One eſteems 
one day above another ; another, every aay alike. And the Apoſtle faid, I krow there 
:5 nothing unclean of it ſelf, but to him that Fudgeth ary thing unclean, to him it 
5 unclean, Whereby it appears they were not all of one Mind, &c. neither wes 
it of abſolute neceſſity, becauſe the Apoſtle ſays; Let every man be fully perſwa- 
aed in his own Mind. Judge not one another, For if it had been of ſuch ablolute 
neceſlity, the Apoſtle would not have been ſo indifferent, but Condemned thc 
one; and Juſtifyed the other, for Sin mull he teſtified againſt, and reproved ; bui 
the Apoſtle ſeems not fo much to Condemn the one, or other Perſwaſion, as the 
Judging one another about it : for doubtleſs there were then ſuch bufie Praters 2s 
{. F. to whom Paul ſaid, Why Fudgeft thou thy Brother. And Fovn ſaid, If we 
walk in the Light, then have we Fellowſhip one with another. Therefore, it 
any do, or may belong to the Church, and not all cofone Mind and Judmentzthen 
thoſe that have not Fellowſhip or Unity with them, walk, not #7: the Light, that 
they may ſo be, and do; it appears from what is afore cited ; alſo by G. K, 
his Teſtimony , who ( Chriſtian-like ) ſays, That the Lord hath among ther: 
called Preſbyterians, who belong to his true Church, alſo Epiſcopalians, and Papiſts ; 
now it Is evident that they be nor of 7. F's Mind, nor of one Mind and Judg- 
ment one with another, but do refuſe Communion one with another, becauſe of 
their differing Mind and Judgment, and yet may be ofthe true Church, and then 
ought to have Fellowſhip one with another : alſo E. Burrough ſaid, Here #5 the 
perfett way of Unity, every one to mind the Spirits Teachings in himſelf, and not 
ro Impoſe on, or judge his Brother in any Caſe of differing in Judzment, Alſo If. P. 
ſays, 1t ts not the differing Prattice from one another, that breaks the Unity, but the 
Tudging one another about them. 

Therefore let not 7. F. be angry with me, andiſay, Where is I. F. his falfe Aſ- 
ſerticn. For Iſty, it is in that he ſays, All chat be faithful to the Spirit, be of one 
Mind and Fudgmen. Alſo if he ſays, That they ( G. F's Pariy,himicif,&c.) be alt 
all of ne Mind and Fudoment ;, thai”s falſe tor they have pretenued, Or —_ 
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differ, as about the Barbadees-Fudgment, and his Brother S, E*s Propheſie : for 
by that Poſition , he not only Condemns. the Charity of the Apoſtle, and 
E. B. J/. P. and G. Keith, but Unchriſtians all People beſides themſelves. 

I: was thought Unchriſtian of F. Tves, to endeavour to Unchriſtian the Qua- 
ke75 only, who be but an mconſiderable Remnant indeed to the whole Church of 
Ciriſt : Therefore 1s 1t not much more Unchari:able of 7. F. &c. thus to Un- 
chriſtian every one beſides themſelves ? and ſo have.manifcſted thzmſelves 
void of Charity, and thereby but as ſounding Braſs. 

Again, 1.F, ſays, That Friends or a Remnant ( by which, I conclude, he 
meanes himſelf and G. F*s Party ) their Unity is in the Eternal Spirit, P. 3. 13. 
T his, I think, is proved falſe, in the 4th. Babels, &c. But for Information of 
them who may not ſee that, I may again do it. 

1/f. I fay,that his Maſter G. F. ſo highly magnifying his Barbadoes Cnurch, 
:S 1N p. 2, 3. ſhews his Unity with them : ( or his Hipocriſy ) But that they 
were not led by, nor faithful to rhe Eternal Spirit, therein appears by their erro- 
nious { and to be abhorred ) Judgment of grvizg vp all if required, Alſo I ſhall 
mention theſe Perſons following, Viz, MM. and S. B. T, AM. 1.58. W.W. S.N, 
H.F. R.T. S.E. W.G. I. P. andothers, which were Perſons of their Unity, 
and Conformable to G. F*s Laws, and ſeveral of them Eminent and Common 
Preachers, whiPſt Guilty of groſs Evils, to the Scandal of Chriſtianity ; and not 
only Preachers, but ſome of them publick Sufferers or Teſtimony-Bearers againſt 
Tithes, &'c, and ſome of them: great Entertainers of G. F. or his Adherents, 
whereby they ſpent much of others Eſtates. Surely theſe things may fatisfie 
thoſe of Conſcience among you, that it was not a five-fold Untrath to ſay, Some 
Preachers among you were guilty of ſhameful Miſcarriages, and to prove 7. F. 
the five-fold Lyar, and not T.C. But the Prophet ſaid, The Lord Loved not 
Robberies for an Offering. And the Apoſtle ſaid, That they ſhould Minifter of the 
Ability that God gave. Bat ſome of theſe have Adminiſtred and Offered much of 
other Peoples, which God never gave them ; alſo have made ſhew, that out of 
Conſcience they could not do many things : but a good Conſcience would be as 

tender of Gods Command3zreſpeCting duty to him and their Neighbour, as of G. 
F. his Laws ; and for any Perſon to pretend in Conſciencezhe cannot pay Tithes, 
and yetat the ſame time, guilty of other great and known Sins, or to wrong 
other men of hundreds of pounds, is not evidence of a good or tender Conſci- 
ence, but evidence. that what fach Perſons ſpend on G. F*s Party or Cauſe, or 
what Teſtimony they may pretend to bear, tha: it is not from the Univerſal Spi- 
Tit, nor of the Ability God gave them; and it is alſo certain, that G.F. and his 
Party have received ſuch Perſons, and their Preachings,and that they have given 
and ſpent, which is evidence of theic Unity with them ; alſotheſe Perfons, ma- 
ny '' them, not ſuddenly, or unadviſedly overtaken, but habiied or accuſtomed 
toevil, and not only touched by the wicked One, but 1:d an41 held Captive by 
him, whilſt in Unity with you (R. R. might juſtly have beſtowed your 
Livery of Cheat on them ) therefore it appears, your Unity 1s not 1n the 
Eternal Spirit, but in Forms and Ceremonies, becauſe you will not admat of, 
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or have Unity withany, but who Conform to your Ceremonies, if never fo Juſt 
and Righteous to God and Man; as witneſs, your Recording F. A. ( See De 
Chriſtiana Libertate ) cut of the Unity, for net marrying according to your Or- 
der, although otherways, ({ for all that I can hear ) h<1s a very blamelels, koneft 
man.,and a Minifter ; for they do not uſually hide or cover the Faults or Mif- 
carTiages of thoſe that Contorm not to G, Fs Laws; altho they have others 25 
before named, that have been guilty of evil Words andActions,and yet have been 
owned as Gods faithful Servants, —— and inthe Power of God. Allo that your 
Unity is in Forms, is furtter manifeſt, in that you bave refuſed Unity with ſome, 
who Conſcientiouſly Scruple to pull off their Hats in Prayer, and to paſs 
a Marriaze, becauſe they could not againſt Conſcience ſay, That it was a Sin 10 
be Marryed with a Prieſt, What muſt all thoſe Co, that cannot fo fay, or 
that believe it is no Sin to be Married before the Prieſt. 

Alſo F. Blaykling and R. Barrow, &c. ſay, The Diſſatisfattion that appeared 
7n the Spirits of I. S. and 1. W. concerning the Things propounded to the Churches, 
( Viz. G.F's Laws ) and the Proceedings thereon, and their ( 1.S. and 1. W.) 
Oppoſing them, have broke the Unity that ſhould be amongſt s. Now I. S, and 
7.W. oppoſed not the Practice of any Duty to God or Man, according to Scrip- 
ture, only the Impoſing G. #F*'s Laws on People, Womens-Meetings diſtinct 
from Mer. or they to have any ſhare in the Government in the . Church abour 
Marriages, &c. but would have every one left to the Grace of God in their own 
Hearts, and ſay about theſe Differences, Our Deſires are, that they may not be- 
Come 6n occaſion of Straitneſs each towards other, but that we may walk together in 
the Love of our God, Whereby it appears the Unity is broke by G. F. his Party, 
and that it was in thoſe Forms, becauſe they fay it is broke, and break it about 
Forms and Ceremonies : then take but a view of the black Names they have 
given thoſe that cannot Conform to, or own G. P, his Laws, before they be con- 
vinced in their own Conſciences of the Service thereof, Viz. Layers wa#t of Gods 
Heritage ; briag Confuſion to the Churches ; this Curſed Spirit hath entred the Heart 
of W.R. and bu Abettors, Heathens, Rebels againſt God 5, Enemies to God 
and all that fear him, accurſed from all Eternity to all Eternity; Ranters ; old 
Cankered Apoſtate , Tudas*s,&c. with many more black Names, Conſidering all 
theſe aforementioned Evidences,, alſo what more 1 could inſtance ; it is 
evident that their Unity 1s not in the Eternal Spirit, but in Forms and Ceremo- 
nies, therefore 7. Ps Aſſertion Viz. That their Unity is in the Eternal Spirit, 
1s falſe. 

I ſhall now anſwer to ſome Falſhoods and Lyes 1. F. charges on me; Viz. In 
Pag. g. he ſays, I have dealt by him, like a wicked Atheiſt in leaving out the mas 
terial words of his Sentence, as apparently, as if awicked Atheiſt ſhould ſay he would 
prove from the Pſalmiſts words, Pſal. 14. 1. That be ſaid, there is no God ; be ſhould 
leave out theſe Words, Viz. ( The Fool hath faid in his Heart there is ) But to 
undertake to prove from thoſe words, that there is no God; 1s untrue in it ſelf and 
ſo remote from the meaning of the Pſalmift, that none but one very wicked, 
dare attempt it ; alſo thoſe words 7. F. mentions of the ſentence which be 
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left out, there only remains,theſe two words,zo God ; which is not ſenſe : now, 
let us ſee how J.F. proves this he profanely promiſes himſelf Gods help to do; 
That I have dealt like a wicked Atheiſt by him; but he is willing his Reader 
ſhould forget his Charge and Promiſe, for he rambles from the 92h. to the latter 
end of the 13th. page before I can find him enter his pretended Proof; and 
there he ſays, Lhave perverted his wards, &c. and ſays, The words he ( Viz, 
F.C.) left out, be theſe, ( Which leads all them that be faithful thereunto, to be ) 
And then 7. F. ſays, read theſe words ( Y*z. that T. C. left out, and it is thus, 
Friends Unity ſtands in that Eternal Spirit, which leads all thoſe that are faithful 
thereunto, to be all of one Mind, &C. Now from his words it is evident he 
meanes himſelf and his Party, for he ſays, Friends Vnity, &c. and then at the 
concluſion of his Bull, adds, And have no Unity with Thomas Criſp: And in 
his 24. page ſaith, A Remnant which have Believed, and have Fellowſhip with God, 
And again, God hath preſerved a Remnant, &c. By all which it is evident, he 
concludes himſelf and Party to be the Remnant, and that they be faithful to 
the Spirit, by his high applauding them ; and alſo as aforeſaid by him, That al 
that are faithful thereto Q Viz. the Eternal Spirit, &c.) are thereby lead to be all 
of one Mind and Fudgment, Now that which I did ( in 4ch. Babels, &c.) _ 
on 7. F. asa falſe Aſſertion, was, that he ſays, That they which I termG. Fs 
Perſecuting. Impoſing, and Lying Party,are lead by, or are faithful to the Spirit, and 
that allthe Lords People, be of one Mind and Judgment. Which he doth not, 
nor cannot deny to be his Principle : now let the Reader Judge how the adding 
thoſe words, that he fays, I left our, YV:z. ( which leads all that be FE thereto) 
do prove or explain his Aſſertions. Therefore 7. F. hath proved himſelf like the 
wicked Arheift, in ſo wickedly and falſly charging me, and preſumptuouſly aſſu- 
ming the Lords help therein, and not prove his Poſition he makes in page 13. 
Viz. That their ( G.F. &c.) Unity is in the Eternal Spirit ; but IT have pro- 
ved it falſe. : 

2. Aftertheir arrogant manner, 7. F. in pag. 9. again affirms it, and ſays, 7: 
 untruth in me to ſay otherwiſe, But I leave that to the Reader, whether to be- 
lieve his bare Aſert:on, when it favours of ſo much Exaltation, or my Denyal of 
his Aſertion, with the Proofs and Reaſons that I have given, That there G.F. 
his Party's Unity 1s not in the Eternal Spirit, but in bs Laws : Not but that 
| doown, That all faithful Friends and People of God, their Unity is in the Eternal 
Spirzt ; butdo deny that 7. F. &c. be ſuch : but they be proved Lyars, wicked. 
and falfe Accujers, and proud B oaſters, therefore not of the faithful Remnant. 

3. J.F, charges mein page 11. with lyes, in ſaying, /hat they (Viz. S.F. 
C. T. &c.) bave Adored or Worſlupped G. F. and his Laws ; and that they (G.F. 
his Party) do make that the obeying G. F. bis Laws, can acquit in Gods Sight, &c. 
Thoſe be the very Words 1n their 66 B/{.Now] ſhall grve the Reader an account 
what they themſelves term Blatpiemy and Idolatry 1n others, and then leave it 
co the Truth jn all co Judge whether | have falfly charged them, or no. C. Tay: 
lor jn bis Eprſte of Caution, P. ++ fays of HY. R. his Tiling his Book the Chr:i/#:an- 
Quaker, It is notorious B laſptemy. Alſo G.W. in-the Quthers:Plainneſs,, p. 69. 
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That T. Hicks affirming the Bible the neanes of our Knowing God, G.W. ſays, 
He Idolatrouſly ſets up the Buble in the Place of Chrift, Allo T. E. fays of tie 
Prieſts, They bave drawn the People from Serving the Living God, to Serve 
ftranpe Gods, Graven:-Images,fajbioned with the | ools of thetr own wicked Inventi- 
ons. One while they ſet up Epiſcopacy, another while Preſbytery, &c. Nu, 
having ſhewed what is by them, accounted Idolatry, Blaſpemy, and Gr:- 
ven Images, the Reader may conſider theſe Expreſſions of thezrs, Y7z.1t is 
faid by ſome of thoſe, G. F*s Preachers concerning his Laws, Womens-Aectings 
apart from ez, and Form of Marriage, &c. they be the good Ordinances of Je. 
ſues Chriſt, Chriſts Government, the Eſtabliſhed Order of the Goſpd, Truth, the bleſ- 
ſed Fellowſhip of the Goſpel, bleſſed Things,from the Oracle of Divine Breath, &c. C, 
T. in his Book, Something, &c. pag. 35. Says, They are oppoſmg the Law of the 
Spirit of Life which is in Chriſt Jeſus ( I oppoſe not the obſerving any Command 
of God, according to Scripture, only the Impoling the Imaginations of G. F.&c. 
on People ) which theſe blind Idolaters S. E. C. T. &c. term, as aforcfaid, 
and abundance more of high Titles and Digniries, whereby they make them of 
abſolute neceſſity to Salvation, if they be but ſuch as they have termed them ;

Blaykizng, and R. Barrough, 
wherein they term this unchriſtian ſevere Bill, The Tudgment of the Eternal God. 
and the Door he ( V:+z. 1.5. ) muſt enter at, if ever he come to Pracemith God, 
Here alſo be ſome Paſſzges of a Letter to — — from no mean 
Preacher among them:

Glory unto thee, Holy One, for ever. — 

Is not this the one Mind and Judgment that all thoſe, 7. &. calis the Firth fu 
Remnant, be of. Fu: 
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(but C.T, would make it notorious Blaſphemy,if from T.C.) alfo there be thoſe 
have ſeen kneel'd to, and termed Sor of God :- nay, Ifind G. F. charged 
in Print, for ſaying, he was the Son of God; which he denyes not, nor any wayes 
excuſes, but ſaid, The thoucalleſt a Crime, &c. All theſe conſidered, the high Ti- 
tles to — his, and their Orders and Ceremonies, according to Chriſts 
Words, it is true, What i highly eſteemed amongit] Men, is an Abomination in 
the Sight of God. Alſo ithe many black Charafters given to thoſe that 
they cannot charge with maintaining or ating any evil Doftrine or Practice ut 
chemſelves, or others, only Diſobedience or Nonconformity to G. Fs Imagina- 
tions or Forms ; Idoubt not but it will be manifeſt, that they, Viz. G. F's Par- 
ty areguilty of Blaſphemy and /dolatry in a high Degree, according to their own 
Definition of them, as aforementioned, and may as truly be ſaid to have Com- 
mitted Fornication with G. Fs Imaginations, as Fer. 3. 9. Fadah was ſaid to have 
done with Stocks and Stones; and that none but ſuch as 7. F. and R. R. who like 
mercinary Reformadoes, muſt do ſome deſperate Service for Promotion, 
will have the confidence to ſay, Where i I. F's falſe Aſſertion, or that their being 
Detected, as guilty of that they accuſe others ( and in a higher degree) can have 
the Face to pretend rhey are reproached for the Name of Chriſt ; for they be high- 
ly gullty, as appears by the aforementioned, of allowing that in themſclves, Viz. 
1aolatry and Blaſphemy ) which they condemn in others, and do fay, it is not 
Chriſtian, and have acted ſo contrary to their Principles, that according to /. F. 
in p. 9. may be ſaid to them, Who do you thinkwill believe you ? And deſerve to 
be viſited with their own tender Love in p. 17. Viz. Cheats. Again, P. 3. Inqui- 
fitor like, they ſay, How then hath I. F. falſly Afſerted? I anſwer,in ſaying,7did e- 
vil inthat proceedure of my Marriage ; whenas he doth not prove it contrary to 
the Will of God, and until he dath prove it ſo, either from Scripture or the Spi- 
\ Tit of Truth ; I ſay again, he not only falſlv aſſert, but is an arro- 
gant Prater,and a falſe Accuſer, to take on him to be Judge over me and my Acti- 
ons, and condemn them as evil, and think to ſhelter himſelf under his Inquiſition 
Office, Where i Chapter and Verſe ? But although I need not anſwer him, for it is 
his place to prove his Charge of Evil againſt me ; neither hath he, nor his Maſter 
G.F. anyright or power to examine me, or that I am to be accountable to them 
for my Actions, but from Rom. 13. and 1 Per, 2, There and in many more 
places ih the Scripture. I think it my Duty to obey my Superiours, and 
conteſcend to my Brethren in what is not againſt my Conſcience, and where no 
Command from God is againſt a thing, then the Command of the Authority [ 
live under is my Warrant.But now I. F. I ask thee, WhatWarrant from Scrip- 
ture haſt thou, fo arrogantly to term my Aarriaze, an Evil, and to call me to 
an account for it ? Eſpecially, ſceing thou faiſt in pag. 13. That thou never knew 
trat I was ever owned by the People called Quakers, or was one of them, But 
thou mightſt nave 11d, nay, when ased, bur waether the Ouakers will own me 
0.0, I valine n2t, the Lord knows who be his, I need not an Office among 
them z but there be many among ihem, that be not termed Seperates, that I can, 
2nd 49 Own, and honour, as in the Lord, altho they do differ from me in Judg: 
| | met 
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ment and Practice; but doſt not thou, 7. F. think thy ſelf ſome high Officer 
in G, P's Church ? Burt I ſee no great cauſe for this thy high conceit of thy 
ſelf z except it be thy high Dwelling above in the Bulland Menth ; where I 
think thou haſt no cauſe to complain of thy high Rent thou payeſt. Here ſeem3 
to be ſome appearance of the Barbadoes Judrment, and that my Evil was in that 
I did not give up all, Spiritual and Temporal, to G. F's Womens- Meetings, &c, 
unleſs I. F. produces ſome other Law, or Power that I have fcranſgreiled againſt 
in that proceedure of my Marriage, 

Pag. 4. 1. F. goes on Inquiſitor-!11te, and asks, Why aid thy Wife condemn it ? 
( Yiz. our Marriage) But may nat thoſ: that pretend to (eIl Pardons,and pray 
Sonls out of Purgatory ( your Brethren ) ſay, That if their Prayers and Pardons 
be not etfectual, Why have, and do fo many give ſo much Money for them ? If 
a Woman gives all ſhe hath, to have her Husband out of Purgatory. An Effectu- 
al Proof of the worth of the Poes Pardon. 

But to anſwer this buſie Inquiſitor 7, F. It is like ſhe (as too many more 
hav2 ) gave too much Credit to what ſome of G, F's Theats ſaid, and ſhe is 
not the firſt that hath been deceived by you ; and perhaps ſome among you,tiat 
have prated others out of their Zoey, might prate her unto the writing and giv- 
ing you that Paper you pretend to ; for it is an eaſy matter to have that,or any 
other from her, when you have brought ner into the belief, that you be the only 
True Church, and all muſt be of one Mind and Fudgment ; then it follows, that 
what you ſay, ſhe muſt ſay and do, and ſhe might be as ſome of the Barba lces 
Church were, Inſnared by ſome ill meant Perfons; but what the Paper is. I know 
not, only what you ſay,neither knew I of it, till by you publiſhed about the Na-

be careful of what they communicate to ſuch} as you be ; ani take a view ef your 
Brethren, all the wicked Crew of Confellors that belong to your el.lr 51!

Lies be his Refuge and beſt Weapons to defend his Maſter with; for I ſay not ſo 
there, but asked them, Whether I, or one might not Marry by a Prieſt, and pay 
Tithes, and yet be a Chriſtian To whichT conclude he dar e not, becauſe he would 
not at my Intreaty anſwer yea, or zay; but 7. B. ſaid, He believed it was m 
Principle, to which TI anſwered, /t was, Viz. That one might marry by a Prieſt, 
and pay Tithes, and be a Chriſtian ( or elſe what becomes of ſo many that have 
been in rany Ages) but did not then ſay ( as 1. F. falſly inſerts ) That zt 
was my Principle to Marry by a Prieſt, and pay Tithes: for I find G. Keith very 
Chriftianlike ſay, 1 do not doubt but the Lord had, and I believe he now hath many 
that were pretious to him, and do belong to the Catholick Church,even as T believe the 
Lord bath many ſuch among Epiſcopalians, Papiſts, &C. alſo I do acknowledge the 
Lord hath among the Presbyterians, ſame who belong to the True Church. Surely

{ome called Quakers had it laid before them, and I have not any Condemnation 
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in my {elf for that Proceedure, although I have defired the Lord to ſhew me if it 
were Evil, whoſe Fudgment I have known, but not for that, Viz. my Marriage. 

Pag. 15. 1.F. ſays of my words, Is not this an ungodly Taſmuatics ? 1 ſay,what 
follows of his words, 1s {o, Viz. As if all faithful Friends that refuſe to pay Tithes, 
had Sacrificed all their Faith, &c.to G.F's Orders. My words be theſe, 
Thad not Sacrificed all my Faith to G.F.—— as too many, both ſmall and 
great do. Now TI. F. inſinuates from my words ( too many ſmall and great ) that 
I mean, all faithful Friends have Sacrificed all therr Faith and Conſcience. 
For I fay, in feveral Places, and in that 16th. pag. he cites my words from, I con- 
denn not _ Practice that any |_ then not all the Faithful J doth iz Conſcience to 
God, but do believe God hath a People among you contrary Minded to me, Who but 
one that had Sacriiiced all, dare ſo aſfirm,from roo many, turn it to, all the Faith- 
ful, when | ſay to the contrary ; but for that he bid me prove any, I think him- 
ſelf, R. R. and S.E. and ſome mentioned in pag.4. have ſodone; and the 
Contrivers | at /ea5t ] of the Barb, Judgment, and them that excuſed S. E's. 
Blaſphemy, Taolatry, and Lyes, and other Wickedneſſes that be (and the Perſons 


_ alſo) among you, theſe be too many. It is ſaid in Addr. to Prot. In all Commn- 


ions [then 1n yours } there be but too many that have no true Title to Chriftiams 
ty. Butit would be falſe to ſay from thence, that W. P. accuſes all the Faith- 
Fo ; thus, wicked Atheiſts like, have you dealt by me. 

Pzg. 16. 1. F. cites my words from pag. 16. 4th. Babels, When any do, or de- 
ny any thing, not from Iaward Convittion, but becauſe it is the custome of Friends, 
or G, F's Order. Thenhe ſays, 1 chargeit as a Lye on thee, until thoy prove it, 
by ſhewing who they are. I prove it by thy ſelf, R.R. and ſome mentioned in pag. 4. 
who have, and do obey G. F*s Laws ; but their wickedneſſes manifeſts it is not 
from inward Conviction. And I appeal to the Conſciences of ſome amongſt you, 
whether that be not true, and1 could produce Witneſſes, but ſhall mot herein hi- 
mnour thee ( your own Anſwer ) nor expoſe ſome honeſt Friends to the Fury of 
your Dragon-l1ke Spirit, who for Peace-ſake Conform in ſome things, in Con- 
diſcenſion, and not as by any Requirings from God.

$-7-11. 16. and De Chriſtiana Libertate, &c. and to them leis guilty than your 
ſelves, Viz. Spotred, Coloured Beat 3 2nd-C. 1. ſays F-$; Jpeats vy Pi faije 562- 
ſunating Spirit to rengthen them God will confound bewitch People — 
heroars and tears ( Oh that you had Power to put him in Bedlam) again oc 
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fa'thful Servants, would betray the Fut into the Hands of the Unzodly, ( Would 
he have ſold G.F.to work for his Living?) cares not how many follow him in his 
Rebellion ( againſt G. F. therefore) Woe will be his Portion. 

And for theſe and many more ſuch Slanders, C, T7, faith, It aroſe in me, and 
it opened in me, And it is your common way to vilifie thoſe that detect your 
Lording Spirit, and arrogantly prophane the Lords Name to ſtamp your Paſſions 
with, as C.T. and his Brother Falſe Prophet S. Eccles hath.

Books ) Hereby inſinuating, that Friends ſhould 
not read what is wrote in Detection of them : for he ſays, The Fazrhful be of one 
Mind — and they are taught not to do it. Therefore if you will try all things, and 
ſze for your ſelves,and not give up all —to them, then you are not of one Mind 
with them, and {o not of the Faithful, and yet they have the :7pudence ( their 
own terin ) to pretend they diſown the Barbadoes Fudgment ; but it ſeems by 
their Carriage, fo far as I underſtand, that nothing leſs will pleaſe them - Sec 
De Chriſtiana Libertatc, Chriſtian-Qyaker, and 34. and 4th.

he fearing his Maſter GC. F*s Church-Power may decline, he may have an Eye to 
an Aparitor, or Informers Place ;, for otherwiſe, what hath he to do to examine 
me for my Marriage,now above eighteenYears ſtace,only he has more than an or-

But then is it 
not in them Forgery, and Impuaence to put their own words, and ſay, he ſhalt 
be content with bzs ſenſe. 

P. 17.18. R.R. faith, that T.C. wreſts his words, Viz. Like Papiſts he makes 
Papiſts,&c. This wicked Liar quotes not from what words of mine he takes. 
this, as he terms my ſenſe ; butT find in pag. 14. 4th. Babells, 1 quote his words, 
and mentionthe word (ke) and further ſay, What can they do to make me obnox: 
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zous = then to render me a perfidions perſecuting, revenzeful Papiſt. And this lying 
Rabſhekah in the the ſame page, charges me with Lyes, and thisI ſuppoſe he cites 
for one (but his Writings are as dark as his Conſcience is black) for in the ſame 
page he ſaith of me, He, &c. as not only as Perſecutors and Papiſts, but Atheiſts, 
Enemies of God and Ranters where his word (l:ze ) is not, & that I &c. are not 
only as Papilts,but Ranters,and Enemies to God. implying me worſethan Paps/ts, 
and yet this black Fryer-like Fellow, hath the confidence to charge me with a 
Lie, whereas by his own words, zot ezly, as Papilts, it appears he thinks thac 
term not bad enough, perhaps, fearing I might claim Kindred with him. 

Pag. 19. R. R. ſays of me, Proi/e that 1s of his Party, he makes his own promiſe 
to make up a Lye. In pag. 13. 4th. Babels, I do cite from 13th.of S. CAT 
words thus, p:4/ih contrary to promiſe; and then I anſwer, R. R, world inſinnate 
that I proniſed— althcngh he doth not ſo ſay, &c. Now let the Reader Judge if 
I had not cauſe from his words to detect his falſe Infinuation ? And although he 
now ads thoſe words ( of his Party) they were not in his former : therefore 
R. R. is more like the Liar than 7. C 

Pag. 19. R.R. ſaithof me, Any of our Meetings, he makes, any that have been 
7n any of our Meeting. as himſelf, &c. This I think he takes from paz. 15. where 
I cite his words, Whoſe Ox,or Aſs have been taken away by any of our Meetings: 
Then I reply, if by any, be mean Perſons, then boaſt not, forTeachers among you 
have-wronged ſome of more yallue than ſeveral Oxen. This R. R. inſinuates, 
that thoſe I mentioned, were not Perſons owned by them, but as if they were 
ſome, Pick-pcckct, or ſuch like, and then adds ſuch as himſelf, and others, Vir. 
T.C. &c. But he cannot but know, that S. NV. and R.T. were Eminent Preachers, 
and have wronged ſeveral People; and I believe he may have more cauſe to 
Enow them than ſome, for I doubt he is one of thoſe Swine himſelf mentioned, pag. 
19. who have eat up them and others much Bacor ( his ownterm ) and other 
good Yittuals, that he never knew the Price of, nor cared who paid for it, ſo his 
Swini{h Belly had it, and like Vermine, devour the Induſtry of others. 

Pag. 20. R. R. ſai:hof me, In 1axmg h m with a Lye, for making him as never 
finding that England groancd under the Pope in Temporals — he doth but mabe him 
ſelf in a Lye. In pag. 15-Icited R. R. {laying of me thus, Himſelf a ſure Finder 
who never found that England groaned waer the Pope im Temporals., To which I 
anſwered, None of theſe words 1n all Babells, but contrary, T ſay, This unlimited 
Power was one of the heavy weights in tl: Popes Yoak. Therefore let Truth Judge 
whether R. R. for ſaying that cf me wnich 1never ſaid, but to the contrary, or L 
for detcCting him, be in the Lyr. 

They having the Confidence to pretend they be reproached for the N.z1:e of 
Chriſt, and term mine the Spirir of Rabſhekzh. I therefore here mention the 
Names and Terms they have given m2, /:z. © One daily doing deſptg1t to the 
< Spirit, looſe, libertine, Ranter, rotten- Heart, painted Sepulcre. erronious, 
© {chiſmatical, joyning to the Son of Peraition, treacherous dividing Spirit, ei- 
micy, Falſhood, Contradiction, ſet on work by the Father of Lyes, bow and 
* truckle to the Spirit of this Werld, ungodly Speeches 2zainft the Lord, be- 
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* trayed of Reaſon, rob'd of common Juftice, envious, unruly Oppoſer, herce 
* Deſpiſer, refreſhed at any thing that grieves the Innocent, evil Deſigns, partial, 
* wicked, deaf Adder, like perfidious perſecuting Papiſs, deſtroying Bealt, rages 
" and ſhakes his Head, like Atheiſts, grievous Impoſer,ſenſleſs Gainſayer, Author 
* of Confuſion, GroſsRantiſine, a Lyar, bold faced palpable Lies, the Spirit of 
* Rabjhekah, would exalt the Government of him who Rules in the Children of 
* Diſobedience, Hypocritical, unfaithfuil, as contrary to his Principle,Cheat, 
* 1dle Headed, Miniſter of the Devil and Antichriſt, falſe wicked perverter of 
* Truth, Blaſphemy againſt Gods Spirit, by this wicked Principle, uſhers in all 
* manner of Rantiſm, ungodly ſcoſhng Spirit, envious, deviliſh, Iſhmael, if Law

If ſome of theſe Expreſſions, and the manner of writing ſeems too harſh or 
ſharp, you that are concerned, of G. F*s Party, who are not content to tbe little, 
but as Lords over Gods Heritage, Limiting him and his People, know ye.that the 
Weapons are your own, and ground at your Grizaftoxe, and ſharpewd by your 
ſelves, and are as uncaſie, as Saxls Armour was-to David, and no more delightful 
to me than a Wife and Children of Fornication, but as S1-G NS to ſhewa RE- 
BELLIOUS PFOPLE, their W HO REDOMS, and Partiality, 
And not intended againſt the People called Quakers in general, nor any ten- 
der hearted among them, who are upright to God, and are content to give the 
ſame Liberty to others, as they defire themſelves, even the free Exerciſe of theit 
Conſciences to God, and whoſe Hunger and Thirjt is after Truth and Righteouſ- 
neſs, and not ( Government ) to be Law-givers to their Brethren, but willing to 
be leaſt and loweſt among the Diſciples of Chriſt, ſuch will the Lord exalt, and 
gather into Unity with himſelf, and one another.althongh their Perſwaſions may 
differ in ſome things.
